People St Application Is Live 

Apply now for a pedestrian plaza, parklet or bike corral. 



LADOT has re-opened applications to its award-winning People St program, which 
supports communities that want to DIY their vision for a Great Street. 

Plazas (like the one above) transform excess roadway into pedestrian spaces, while 
parklets and bike corrals convert street parking into public seating areas and bike 
parking respectively. 

Applications opened Thursday, April 13. Plaza applications will be due no later than 
May 30, but you can apply for a parklet or bike corral anytime and LADOT will review 
applications on a rolling basis.
